In the course of his address he 


paid his respect* to the prosecuting wit- 
ness, and after giving him an unmerciful 
flaying, wound up with the sentence: 'Bis 
path is downward." That may seem to 
you rather a feeble climax, but as he ut- 
tered those four words, in a deep, thrilling 
tone 111'it reverberated through the court 
room liko a bell, lie suddenly raised his 
right ami, palm down, from tils hip to n- 
bove the level of his head. 
His eyos were 


fixed upon the floor, and the feeling that 
he was HI uring into some profound , im- 
measurable abyBS was flashed, liko magic, 
into the bruin of everybody present. The 
effect WIIH tremendous. That WUB tho true 
genius of gesticulation. 
There was no 


pnticiilur reason why sucli a movement 
should tinve expressed depth, 
but it did. 


Tun only woman I ever saw with whom 


gesticulation in iu highest form Boomed 
to be alHolulely instinctive was Mrs. 
Scott-Siddoo*. She talked as naturally 
with her arms as with her voice. I shall 
never forget hearing her recite 'The .lack- 
daw of Klieims,' from 'Inttoldsby's Leg- 
ends.' She was In 
her prime, and when 


she camr to the passage where the wretch- 
ed bird liolibles in, Slipping his wings, Bhe 
made use of an inimitable gesture. She 
bent he i nrms at the elbow and moved 
them iii> and down from the shoulder, at 
the sami time fanning the air with her 
hands.

Japanese Fern Balls. 


"Something new from Japan," said a 


florist, "are the fern balls. This is their 
second season here. 


The fern -ball is a loosely woven globe 


of twigs, considerably flattened at toe 
poles, and tilled with moss, interspersed 
with roots of ferns. 


This ball, which in its original form 


may measure about eight inches in its 
greatest diameter, is intended to be bung 
anywhere indoors in winter. It may tie 
hung in a window, but it will thrive better 
still away from a window, with lesa light. 


"Before hanging it up you soak it thor- 


oughly in water, and wet it occasionally 
thereafter sufficiently to keep it moist. 
In due time the ferns begin to appear all 
over the ball, coming through the net- 
work of twigs and the ball becomes finally 
a big floffy globe of fern sprays two or 
three feet In diameter.

Primitive Banking Methods of Europe. 


A bank check is looked upon with su- 


spicion in Italy. 
Practically no small 


tradesman would take a check, and none 
keep a bank account. 
It waa still more 


surprising to me to find lhat such a state- 
ment would be almost literally true of 
Paris itself. I was studying the mechanism 
of the Bank of France undxr the guidance 
of one of the officers. 
Wo went inUT-ono 


great room in the old building in which 
there were 200 desks enclosed in wire 
cages, all empty at the moment. I asked 
what these were for. 


"These cages are for our city collec- 


tors," I was lold. "When a small mer- 
chant borrows from tho Bank of France, 
he doos not, as with you in America, bor- 
row a bank credit, and have hia loan-mere- 
ly added to his balance on the books of tho 
bank. 
With us Ihn merchant, when bo 


makes a loan, gels the actual money and 
takes it away. He probably has no bank 
account with UB. 
He writes no checks. 


When the loan is due ne does not, as 
would bo the case in your banks come in 
and pay hia indebtedness with a check; in- 
stead of that we send a collector to him, 
and that collector is repaid the loan in ac- 
tual currency. Two hundred men start 
out from the Bank of France every morn- 
ing to collect matured loans. 
Several 


days each month it is necessary to send 
out 400 men, and on the first and fifteenth 
of oacn month COO collectors go out." 


These collectors were uniformed men 


carrying leather pouches in which they 
have the matured notes and which are 
later filled with currency as the col lections 
are made from the bank's borrowers. 


I stood at the paying teller's desk as I 


went farther along in my tour of the Bank 
of France. 
As I halted there the man 


who happened to be at the window at the 
moment presented a check 
for 60,000 


francs. 
The money was counted out and 


handed over to him stored away in a big 
wallet, and he passed on. 
I asked if it 


were not unueal for a man to draw out so 
much currency, and was told that it waa 
not. It was but another illustration of 
how undeveloped is the banking system of 
Continental Europe in Its uses by the gen- 
eral public.—From "The American 'Com- 
mercial Invasion' of Europe," by Frank A.

Tlv railroad company has notified the 


Conn 'it that it will stand or fall by tho or- 
dinance which was introduced at the ad- 
journed meeting on December 23—that 
its ultimatum has been made. 
It ie now 


<ip to tho members of council to accept or | 
reject tho company's agreement, upon tho 
threat if tne ordinance is not passed tho 
railn ad will retaliate by inflicting incon- 
•\enunces upon its customers. 


Th • subject has been thoroughly dis- 


cussed in all of its phases by the citrons 
of th ) borough, and with the exception of 
one or two employes of the railroad com- 
pany the universal verdict has been one 
of opposition to the ordinance. 


The members of Council have had o\ery 


oppoitnnity to get an expression of opinion 
from their constituents and they are in a 
position to \uto intelligently on Monday 
evening. 


As tho proposed new station will not be 


erected on Spruce street the necessity for 
the c Ucnsion of Walnut street no longer 
exists, but it is a matter of -vital interest 
to tiio borough that trolley lines be per- 
raitt' d to enter tlie town by crossing tho 
piosi nt tracks. Tho company has ifhen 
its ultimatum and in discharge of its duty 
the Council will reject the same. 


Tl.e company asks the puiilcge of cloB- 


ing up certain streets which might be 
nivoii in consideration for the return prii- 
ilegi of dossing the present tracks at 
grad". 
The railroad company's argu- 


mom is that it is deemed sulh'cient com- 
pensation for the rights asked to remove 
the present grade crossings. In answer 
then to there is no assurance that tho pre- 
sent crude crossings will be removed, as 
the language of tho ordinance iclating 
then to i» vciy deceptive. 
And again tho 


boiough has not askod to have tho cross- 
ings romxned; if trollcjs cannot cross tho 
pres< nt tiacks the eiti/.ena of this boiough 
hav< no interest whatever in the proposed 
straightening of tho tracks; they arc per- 
fectly satisfied with the present arrange- 
ments and do not desiio any change and 
will be under no obligations to tho com- 
pans if the change is made.

and their rcmoial will not accrue to the 
least advantage of the citizens—it is tho 
railioad company that will demo all of 
the lonefit by the proposed changes.

Pennsylvania Hailroad Company. 
It is 


thoioughlj' realised that wo are fortunato-

It has been declaied that the company 


will not agree to any amendment of thoir 
ordinance, thorefoie, the Council, in its 
wisdom, and according to the wishes of 
the people of the boiough, will undoubted- 
ly n jcot or table the ordinance and let 
tho company do as it elects. There is no 
other alternative for the representatives 
of the people of the borough.

The 
plaintiff was Edgar A. Jeffries and the de- 
fendants, his brothers~and a sister, Mrs. 
DeGroot. 
The proceeding was instituted 


to determine the validity of the will of 
Mrs. Phoebe Jeffries, late of "Bristol bor- 
ough. Henry Lear and Frederick Stuck- 
ert, Esqs., represented tho executor and 
sole legatee under the will, and Gilkeeon 
& James and William C. Mayne, Esqs., 
represented theeaveatoie, Andrew Jeffries, 
John Jeffries and Annie C. DoGioot, the 
otfier heirs who were cut off. 


Mrs. Phoebe Jeffries died in Bristol on 


December 8, 1900, possessed of nn estato 
valued at about $20,000, practically the 
Whole of which she devised, by will dated 
November 23, 1900, to her eon, Edgar A. 
Jeffries, whom she named as executor. To 
the other heirs, Andrew Jeffries, John Jef- 
fries and Mrs. Annie C. DeGroot, sho gives 
a house in Bristol valued at $1500; but on 
the same day she executed judgment notes 
in favor of the executor and against the 
other heirs to an amount that about wipes 
out the bequest to them. She also deeded 
a house in Bristol, valued at about $4,000, 
to her son Edgar, 


The other heirs filed a caveat against the 


will, alleging that it was procured by du- 
ress and constraint, exercised upon her by 
Edgar A. Jeffries; also unsoundness of 
mind nnd testamentary incapacity, and 
that even the signature to the will bad 
been erased and altered. 


Register Fish held three separate hear- 


ings in the contest, taking 300 pages of 
closely written testimony. Exercising the 
light vested in him by the Act of March 
15, 1832, Register Fish, on March 2(i, is- 
sued a precept to the Court of Common 
Pleas, directing an issue to be framed for 
the purpose of finally determining the val- 
idity of tho will. The case hue been post- 
poned from time to time until the present 
term. 


The first witness was H. H. H. I'oole, 


and one of the witnesses to Mis. Jeffries' 
signature, testified that, he saw Mrs. Jef- 
fries make her cross. Lawyer Frederick 
Stuckert held the pen for her, after asking 
her whether she knew what she was doing 
and she answered affirmatively. 


John J. Tyrol, the other witness to the 


will, stated that Lawyer Stuckert, before 
it was signed, told Mrs. Jettries that the 
writing was her last will, and sho nodded 
assent. 


.THE DEPENDANT'S CASE. 


In his opening to thu juiy Mr. Mayne 


stated that the defense would show that 
the will was never read »to tho testator, 
that she did not know its contents, and 
was not_capable of knowing its provisions 
hud it been read to her. She Buttered 
three strokes of paralyfiia, two before ana 
the third three days after the will was 
signed. She also showed symptoms of 
paresis. For some time before the will 
waa made her mind seemed to bo impaired. 
She was unable to give intelligent answers 
to questions and was afflicted with delu- 
sions. 


John Jeffries, one of the caveatort>, 


stated that his mother was 72 years oC age 
and had very poor eyesight. 
Ho stated 


that sho owned six homes and a vacant lot 
in Bristol; a tract of about SO acres on the 
Beaver Dam rond; a judgment note against 
witness for $1200 and household furniture. 
Before Mrs. Jeffries died the executor took 
away all of the best of the furniture, leav- 
ing about $2."> worth. 
In September he 


visited his mother accl found ehe was out 
of tier mind. She had sultered from par- 
alysis and could hold no intelligent con- 
versation for some time before her death. 
Witness snid he did not line the way his 
brother, Edgar, took care of his mother 
and ho then stayed away. Edgar would 
have no nurse for her. From May until 
her death witness said ho never h<id an op- 
portunity to talk with his mother without 
Edgar was present. Her head was contin- 
ually nodding. Early in August Mrs. 
Jettiies visited witness' house, was brought 
there in a coach, and could not take ca:e 
of herself. 


On cross-examination Mr, Jeffries said 


he gave the note for $1200 on August 
WOO, although he did not one her any 
money. He said ho never had any trouble 
with hie mother, and «avo the note to her 
in person. At that time witness thought 
she was not so bad mentally as sho was 
eubsequontly and that she was able to 
take care of the note. He visited her two 
or three limes subsequently. Witness ex- 
ilainod the note by stating thut he had 
oaned his father $b'00; subsequently ho 
borrowed $1,500 from hia father, leaving a 
balance due him of $!IOO. 
At a settlement 


the father agreed to liquidate the note by 
the payment of $300 by the eon. After the 
father's death, Edgar made so much 
trouble about the $l,r>00 that he gave the 
note for the $1,200 balance to his mother.

cian, described her illness, from Decem- 
ber, 1898, when she was first taken, until 
November 16, 1900, when he ceased hi 
visits. He was again called in on'Novem- 
ber 26, 1900, when she suffered her last 
stroke of paralysis, and remained in a 
comatose condition until her death. Dr. 
Wilson said she had paresis for some time 
before her death, which affected her men- 
tal capacity. 
Two months prior to her 


death her mind was very much impaired, 
with perhaps lucid intervals, which grew 
less frequent near the time of her death. 
Except during such lucid intervals, he 
thought she was not capacitated mentally 
to make a will. Dr. Wilson was subjected 
to a long cross-examination.
